member of any State Legislature, or as 
an executive or judicial officer of any 
State, to support the Constitution of 
the United States, shall have engaged 
in insurrection or rebellion against the 
same, or given aid and comfort to the 
enemies thereof. 
But Congress may, 


by a two thirds vote of each Rouse, 
remove such disabilities." 


This originally embraced a largo 


number of persons in the South. Con- 
gress has removed the disabilities from 
nearly all, but it seems a few still carry 
them.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The fol- 


lowing is the reply to the republicans 
yesterday refusing to confer with the 
democrats: 


GENTLEMEN : We are in receipt of 


your reply to our letter of the 14th inst.,

We sincerely 
regret this failure of our attempt to se- 
cure the co-operation of citi/.ens from 
other states, in.furtherance of the pur- 
pose which, as we supposed had brought 
them hither at this juncture. We re- 
gret it all the more, because your refu- 
sal to confer and co-operate with us, ap- 
pears to be based upon a serious misap- 
prehension of language, no less than the 
spirit of our communication. It can 
hardly have escaped your notice that 
our statement of the result to be obtain- 
ed by co-operative action which we 
sought to bring about, was the simple 
reproduction of the language of Presi- 
dent Grant, at whose request we under- 
stood you are here, in his recent order 
to General Sherman. That language was 
deliberately used, no doubt, in view of 
a fact about which, as we conceive, 
there can be no dispute, that the llrst 
and most essential prerequisite to an 
honest and just declaration of the result 
of the recent^lection in Louisiana is a 
fair and impartial eauvass of the votes 
actually cast, and it seems to us that 
you do the president great injustice in 
supposing that, ifl speaking of the vote 
"actually cast" he meaflt to include the 
vote illegally cast, as you certainly do 
us injustice, by imputation of a desire

equally irrelevant to the subject of our 
correspondence with you, t>» allude to 
the duties duvnlviug upon officers other 
than the constituents of the Louisiana 
returning board. Under the laws ami 
constitution of the United Slates, wheth- 
er as you observe, by way of illustia ion 
under the conslitution-tho president 
of the senate both counts and citclares 
the votes of the electors of the severa 
states, his duty being purely ministerial 
and not subject to control of congress, 
ar whether, as has been practiced for 
more than eighty years, the practice in- 
augurated by men, some of whom had 
been among the framers of ;the constitu- 
tion, the votes are to be counted under 
direction and control of the senate and 
house of representatives, is a question, 
upon the decision of wtich we deem it 
no part of our duty to enter. In con- 
clusion, permit UB to say, that, notwith- 
standing your refusal to co-operate, we 
still cherish the hope that the returning 
board, warned by the history ol the 
past, and conscious that its actions are 
being observed by the whole nation,will 
discharge its delicate dnty with such 
circumspection, fairness and impartiali- 
ty, as will give satisfaction to the Amer- 
ican people. To this end, we will con- 
tinue to labor. Should a different result 
follow the action of the returning board, 
we shall have the satisfaction of know- 
ing, that while you have taken the re- 
sponsibility of declining to act with us, 
we have done all in our power to avert 
the consequences which may follow.

In our judgment, the 
expression "votes actually cast" neces- 
sarily designates rotes legally cast, and 
as a consequence of sucli votes only, did 
we desire to secure a fair and impartial 
canvass. We beg leave to say, therefore, 
that you are mistaken in the beliaf that 
we sought to narrow the basis on which 
we inviteyour cooperative action,andyou 
are no less in error in attributing tu us 
thepurpose to interfere with, the legal 
authorities of the state in the discharge 
of their duties, to claim lifihts and to 
arrogate to ourselves powers which we 
do not possess in anything. 


In our letter, we were tully aware that 


both organization and action, whether ju- 
dicial or ministerial, ot the returning 
board «f Louisiana, were beyond any au- 
thoritative control Itom without, and that 
it would be the heigbth of ignorance and 
folly to attempt to alter the laws of a Slate 
of which we are not citizens or force out 
interpretation of these laws, upon those 
whose duty it is to administer them,' but 
we had supposed, nevertheless, that there 
was an influence which might be rightful- 
ly exerted, even by citizens oi this Repub- 
lic, who are strangers in this State, and 
we have taken it for granted that your 
presence here, in response to the sugges- 
tion of the President, was a recognition of 
this tact. We had supposed that it was 
not improper for us to remind the authori' 
lies of this State, by our mere presence, 
at least, that there are certain rights of 
fairness and justice, which underlie all 
constitutions and laws, and npon whose 
observance must depend the acquiescence 
of the people of all parties in the declared 
result of the Louisiana election. Uulej 
such as these, that no one ought to be 
judge In his own case; that the discussion 
of any contest ought not to depend upon 
mere arbitrament of one of the parlies 
thereto; that before such decision is 
made, both parties ought to be fullv and 
fairly heard; that ail qaeetions of-law 
ought to be decided in conformity with its 
established general principles, and all 
questions of fact upon the evidence duly 
presented and weighed, under the rules 
which are;uuiversally recognized in all 
States of this Union; that the trial of all 
causes involving public interests, at leiat 
ought to be public, and that all proceed- 
ings resorted to for the purpose of determ- 
ining issues .in the present electoral con- 
test, ought, by their manifest impartiality, 
to diiarm suspicion ; that forms of law 
have been perverted into instruwents for 
the violation of its spirit. In this connec- 
tion, we may be permitted, to observe, 
that while, undoubtedly, as you say, "A 
sedulous inculcation and cultivation of the 
habits of obedience to the forma of law,, is 
vital to the preservation of constitutional 
liberty," it is no less important that the 
refusal to yield such obedience be not pro- 
voked by using these forms as means for 
lubvertlng the very ends f6r which they 
were ^ea'gned. Wlthcu'. attemptirg'oques- 
tion the tlncerity of the belief winch you 
are tt pains to express, that you "know of 
no reason to doubt that the Louisiana re- 
turning board will make a perfectly hon- 
est and jnst declaration of the results 
of the recent election ia Louisiana.'
